De Koch, has just sont home from Caleatta_ 
The Commission. after examining tho 
corpses of twenty-two cholera patients at 
Calentta, is sativtiod that o special kind of 
bucteria, Wnown as tho coma bucillus, is 
always presvnt in the intestines of ‘cholera 
patients. As the vegetation of these 
bactoria cannot be the xesult of cholera, 
Pr Koch believes that they ate ita cause. 
Many other facts confirn this supposition. 
Their presguce is confined to the intestines, 
which aro the ‘suat of the disease, nune 
being found in tha stomach. They in- 
creasod aud maltipliod on the clothes soltod 
with choleraic ujections which had ‘been 
damp for twenty-four -hours, A jstmmilur 
increase was observable when the ejections 
were spread on tho damp surface of linen, 
paper, and especially ou damp earth, After 
twenty-four loure-the-thin layer of, mucus 
had in all cases been changed into a dense. 
mass of cholera germs. A tnore reuusuring 
fact is that the cholera bacilli die soéner 
when dried than almost any obher kind of 
bacteria, Three hours’ drying ia suiticient 
to kill thom. A very stnall quantity of free 
acid, whieh does not hinder the growth of 
other bacteria, stups their development, 
When ‘swallowed, th 

stroyed in the process of dig 
Animals ied ort -bueilli were afterwards 
{dlled, and showed no traces of their pre- 
soney in-cither stomach or intestines. 
Altogether, Dr Koch's repmvt gives us good 
hope that-aciouce is'at Last on the track of 
the scourge of the Hast.

A Gossip about Opium Cultivation 
and Mannfacture. 
(By a Lady Contributor.) 
; Honcxona, June 7. 

Sone months ugo, Whilst driving down 
one of those fino avenues ‘which aro the 
glory of the roads about Patna (India), “my 
ultention was attracted by the passage of a 
filo of men, each of whom carried pendant 
-from his shoulder a couple of buskets, slung, 
onn polo and contuining unsightly lumps ¢f 
a black slimy substance which I recognised 
as raw opium,’ They wore, I presume, ryots 
who were taking tho produce of their poppy 
ficldé to the grent faetory in the city of 
Patna. Tho interest Which is always evinced 
in the cultivation of the poppy and the 
minufacture of opiam suggests te me that 
perhaps your readers may caro tu learn 
something of the pleasant aspects of a pro- 
duct which is rendered go very black when 
discussed in. connection with the Chinese 
traitig aud uational morality, The poppy 
Js interesting .froni the boginning to’ the 
Behar end of its history, and so far appears 
to work only good:to thosy through whose 
hands it passes,

To the Editor of the ‘Cums, Maw,’ 
Hongkong, June Ith. 
_Dzar Sir,--1 beg to submit the follow.

Avch'stwo years articles } 
expired, | The ship had no grievance with 
the men, neither had the men any with 
the ship. But they wished to go home. -

ing thoir passage and wages until arrival 
Tho Harbour Master confirmed 
those views of the met, making it very 
dificult ‘and oxpensive to arrange with 
my peuple. 

. Prior to this, one of any men, on ‘A.B,’ 
was injurod with the cuble while ‘at his 
ordinary duty. There was no fault on the 
ship’s part, nox was anything of, the kind 
ever mooted, 

The law holds that ‘ when it is the ship’s 
fault she is hold responsible, but in the 


that‘ thenship must 


‘Tho chargou fur Hoypital and Sailors’ Homo, 
duriug tho ship's ‘absence, amounted to 
$140. Tho whole of this amount should 
properly be paid by the man, but Tsuggested 
tothe man that the ship should pay two- 
thirds, and he one-third . ‘ 

But the Harbour Master dispused of this 
case with 6 stroke of his pen withont deign- 
ing to notice tho ship's sidy of the question. 
‘The ship had to pay the whole, Recently 
4 second mate shipped with me at Hong- 
kong, whose conduct I complained of. a8 
offensive to niyself, and not less 80 to the 
wen, .Ho wae absent from the ship in 
Hongkong, the bulk of twa days and was 
logged for samo, but in his wages account 
was dobited with one day only. This casa 
also the Harbour Master disposed of with 
a stroke of his wonderful pen, afirming the 
‘man had a claim for wages for every day 
ho was upon the slip’s articles, 

The Harbour Master’s dictum, and the 
C, 1, Hovk's articles are conflicting, for the 
latter bavo conditions which read: "That 
in consideration for faithfu) sorvice and 
wayos duly earned’ then such become due.
